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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Prosecution Application 



1 . The request filed on 1 1/01/00 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 
CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 08/551,198 is acceptable and a CPA has been 
established. An action on the CPA follows. 



2. Claims 1-34 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-22 of U.S. Patent No. 5,754,939. The ground of 
rejection continues to be as set forth in paragraph 2 of the prior Office 



3. Claims 1-11, 18-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
patent #5,717,923 (Dedrick). Claims 12-17, 29-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Dedrick as applied to claims 1 and 18 above, and further in view of Cutting et 
al (Scatter/Gather: A Cluster-based Approach to Browsing Large Document Collections). 

The grounds of rejections continue to be as set forth in paragraphs 3 and 4 of the 9/1/98 
Office action.
